FOR the purpose of prohibiting State employees from charging certain fees to assist an
individual in completing certain applications, forms, or other documents under
certain circumstances; providing for the application of this Act; and generally
relating to fees charged by State employees.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article — State Personnel and Pensions

2-308.

(A) THIS SECTION APPLIES TO ALL EMPLOYEES OF ALL UNITS IN THE
EXECUTIVE, JUDICIAL, AND LEGISLATIVE BRANCHES OF STATE GOVERNMENT,
INCLUDING ALL UNITS WITH INDEPENDENT PERSONNEL SYSTEMS.

(B) A STATE EMPLOYEE MAY NOT CHARGE A FEE PAYABLE TO THE
EMPLOYEE FOR ASSISTING AN INDIVIDUAL TO COMPLETE AN APPLICATION,
FORM, OR OTHER DOCUMENT REQUIRED BY THE UNIT OF STATE GOVERNMENT
FOR WHICH THE EMPLOYEE WORKS, WHETHER OR NOT THE ASSISTANCE IS
PROVIDED DURING THE EMPLOYEE’S REGULAR WORKDAY.

2 October 1, 2010.
